Ho would look until ho grew 
tired for the tall pallisados that sur- 
rounded the Hudson Bay Company's 
stores. He -would search for tho firat 
Govornnient House and hud its site oc- 
cupied by a bank and a printing office. 
He would look for tho crooked roads 
and pleasant lanes that led to sylvan re- 
treats and find ..them converted into 
broad strootB and adorned on- either 
side with' stately dwellings or well- 
stocked shops. The faces of the in- 
habitants -would have altered past re- 
cognition. Those he loft children 
ho would find men and women with 
children of their own about their 

' knees. Those he left in the pride and 
glory of vigorous life he would find 
had grown gray and careworn,or become 
tenants of tho "narrow home" which 
Mother Earth kindly provides for her 
sons and daughters. 

' Snob are some of tho changes that 
have taken place'in the past twenty- 
one years. It would bo a presump- 

' tuous hand indeed that would attempt 
to sketch posaible changes during 
tho next twenty-one years. As far as 
human foresight can divine, however,

-who resided in Kamloops district for 
many years, but is now abroad. Tho 
ages of tho gang range from 17 to 21 
years. The McLeans have been often 
committed to gaol, and have as often 
made their escape. On one occasion a 
special constable corraled CiiAitLEs Mc- 
LE.tx iu his hiding-place, -when he 
stepped out, rifle in hand, and told him 
that if he advanced another step he 
would shoot him dead. The constable 
•withdrew. A few weeks ago the gang 
■waylaid, beat and robbed a Chinaman 
near Kamloop.n; whenever thoy saw 
anything that attracted their fancy 
they took it. It i.s said the insecure 
state of the gaol and the lawless con- 
dition of the neighborhood has been 
frequently brought to the attention of 
tho Government by Mr. UssnEU and 
that no notice was taken of his repre- 
sentations. Mr. TJssiiEU was a son of 
Hfiv. Mr. UsaiiEii of tho Ecformed 
Episcopal Church, Montreal. Ho was 
married about IS months. ago and was 
aged about 35 yoar.i ''Poor-fellow! We 
•sincerely hope it may not 'be shown 
that, like Roiiert JENKiks'oN, be has 
fallen a victim to the paraimony and 
neglect of the Local Government. 

GLOATS. 

The Government organ is hap])y in 
tho belief that tho Ta.x Bill which im- 
poses a penalty of -13 per cent per an- 
num on un]iaid taxes cannot now bo 
ujiset at Ottawa because it was not 
disallowecl within a twelvemonth of its 
passage by the House hero, and that it 
has not departed for Hades to keep com- 
pano with tho (Jrown Lands, the Clii- 
ncse Ta.x and the Cariboo Iload Tolls 
Bills, previously disallowoil. If our 
contemporary's contention be correct, 
aud tho Tax Act "is now as much the 
law of tho land as tho most firmly 
established statute of the Province," 
there still remain tho Courts to appeal 
to, and it is said the i\Iud Bay ]U'oplo 
will avail themselves ot that resort. 
But, in view of the fato of their three 
principal financial measures, already 
announced, wo cannot discern that the 
Government has nnich to crow over. 
Tho entire legislation of two sessions 
was practically destroyed by tlio up- 
setting ot those three Acts; and if tho 
fourth has really gone by tho board, 
there will be no course open to the 
Attorney General but to resign and 
apprentice himself to some sound con- 
stitutional lawyer for a term of years.

Tho vote of want of confidence iu 
the New Zealand government, -\vhich 
was pending when tho previous mail 
left, was lost,' and the Hon. John Hall 
and his colleagues retairi'oflice. 

Another massacre has occurred at 
Cloudy hay, New Guinea. Captain 
Wel)b, of tho schooner Pride of the 
Logan, reported to tho commander of 
the Queensland revenue schooner Spit- 
fire the massacre of a portion o£ bis 
crew at Cloudy bay. New Guinea. 
The men killed were Alexander Drew, 
publican, and Thomas Gavies, master 
mariner, both of Cooktown, Henry 
Mulholland and a Mahay woman, his 
wife, and three children. The massacre 
occurred about the 10th of October. 
Captain Webb was away fishing on 
tho reef, and on his return to the ves 
sel in the evening he found her coni- 
pletelygutted,and the nativeshad arope 
from the cathead turning her ashore. 
Captain Webb jumped aboard, cut the 
hawser, slipped tho anchor, and stood 
out from the bay, and returned nexi. 
daj', but could see nothing of tho sur- 
vivora The natives having taken all 
the arms and ammunition, he cou'id 
not land. He, therefore, made sail 
for Cooktown. The S[ntfiro is being 
dispatched to the scene of the murder. 

The Melbourne races were largely 
attended. The running, was excellent. 

The fourth officer of the steamer Af- 
ghan was found on tho railway line 
near Richmond, a suburb of Melbourne, 
with his head cut ofl". 

A destructive fire occurred at Darl- 
ing harbor, Sydney, resulting in the 
total destruction of Larkins' palace 
produce stores. Several manual and 
steam engines were on the spot. Noth- 
ing could bo saved; The clear loss is 
about £10,000. 

Great depression prevails in business 
circles in New Zealand. The Welling- 
ton Prices Cnrrent says; 

"The .strain upon the resources of the 
bank-s is not appreciably diminished 
since tho previous quarter. Although 
advances are approximatel}* tho same, 
while deposits arc nearly two millions 
less than they were then, showing an 
increase in balance of indebtedness of 
tho public to tho banks of £1,837,800. 
The result is attributed to the great 
discrepancy between imports and ex- 
ports. , In open market 10 to 12 per 
cent are still cun-eht rates for ad^•ance 
on freehold security, and tho demand 
is far in excess of the supply. The re- 
claimed land purchasers havo been al- 

-ed three months' grace in respect to 
next payment in consequence of

On tlio ilotir of one of 
tho back looinH tlio body of an old China- 
man named Fong Pap was diacovorod in 
a terribly mutilated condition and cover- 
ed with blood. On lii.s licad there woro 
Bovoral crosa-cuts which had apparently 
boon made .with an axe, and on his fnco, 
arms and hands there wore innumerable 
ghastly cuts and wounds, prob.iblj' receiv- 
ed by the dccea.iod while attempting to 
defend liinusolf from tho murderous on- 
slaught of his a.ssailants. Tho body was 
at once removed from tho building and 
the eftorto of tho iii-emen to extinguish 
thei flanios having proved BucooBsful a fur- 
ther search of the promises was prosecut- 
ed. In a sleeping apartment the charred 
remains of a woman wore found. Sho was 
lying on her side iu bed, the covering of 
which had been half turned down. Her 
features wore not recognizable, but it was 
seen that she too had fallen a victim to 
foul play. On her head were several deep 
wounds and half of ono of her ears had 
been cut off. Tlie police took cliargo of 
tho remains and convoyed them with tho 
body of Fong Pap to the city gaol. The 

, womiin's name i.s Son Som. She was 

■ about 24 years of age and was supposed 
to have saved con.sidcrable money. It was 
at least known that she had a quantity of 
jewelry, amongst which were sovoral val- 

.,uable rings sho u.scd tu wear evoiy (Liy. 
WKbu ilio V,oiiy 5v>mul thcso rlv.ga 
wore missing and it is probable that they 
were stolen by her murderers. Fong Pap 
was about 70 years of age and acted in the 
capacity of cook and general servant to 
Son Som. On Tuesday night a dinner 
party took ])lacc at tlio linuao, a dozen 
Chinamen and <ino or two Cliiiicao women 
being present. At about 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning the "company" dispersed, 
nil leaving the house with the exception of 
one Ah Kwong, who being on terms of in- 
timacy, with the hostess, stopped behind. 
Ho s.ays that ho slept until 5 o'clock yes- 
terday morning when he got up and left, 
tho only occupants of tho house at that 
hour being the woman and her servant. 
Hia story, however, does not meet with 
credence and ho was arrested and lodged 
in gaol for aafe-koeping. When thesm^ke 
waB:first scon issuing from the building a 
Chinaman was observed to be chopping 
away at the frame-work with an axe, ap- 
parently an.\ious to secure its total de- 
struction. On Iho arrival of white people 
ho decamped with alacrity and has not 
since been seen. As tho steamer Cariboo- 
Fly was leaving Engelhardt & Co. 's wharf 
yesterday morning witli passengers for 
the mail steamer a Chinaman jumped on 
board just as the gang-plank was being 
hauled in. He was iu si state of great 
excitementi and it was thought that he 
miglit have some knowledge of the mur- 
der.* Officers Lindsay and:' Kirkup and 
special officer Hart proceeded to Esqui- 
mau, to intercept tho steamship Dakota 
and brought back a Chinaman who was 
about to leave for S.aii Franci.sco. His 

-baggage was carefully searched, but no- 
thing was discovered to implicate him. 
An inquest on the bodice will bo hold to- 
day before hon. A. F. I'eniberton, Coro- 
ner for tho district. Tlie police are work- 
ing up the case with praiseworthy energj", 
but as yet, wo believe, -tliero is no positive 
cluo to the miu'durcrs, who doubtless set 
firo to the house after committing tho 
foul deed. 

Later — Since tho above was written 
it has been asoortaincd that Ah Kwong's 
statement as to his leaving tlio murdered 
woman's house at 5 o'clock is incorrect. 
It is alleged tliat ho did nfit leave until 
o'clock and tl'"''' on reaching his own 
houso it was noticed that ho was besmoar- 

• cd with blood. ■.

A GBEAT SVBLZXT SWVSDIS. 

Th3 City Flcoled---with-Bo8ru8 ,£10 
Kotes- -Funny Stories of Ho-w They 
Were Passed- 

A Dublin (Ireland) corrospondent 
writes as follows: 

The discovery of a swindle of a very 
sweeping character has stirreJ up the 
city from one end to tho other. A 
gang of forgers, their pockets tilled with 
flash .£10 National Bank Notes, went 
to work with £uch industry and suc- 
cess, a few days ago, that in five hours 
they converted into sterling money at 
least 100 of those "notes;" that is to 
say, a number of per.sons who gave 
"change" for those worthless pieces of 
paper wero .swindled in tho aggregate 
to tho tuno of i;l,000. Tho full ex- 
tent of the fraud is not yefc known, and 
probably novfer will bo known, for it 
is believed that a great many victims 
aro keeping thoir trouble to themselves, 
preferring silent .sorrow to public ridi- 
cule, for thero is a comic side to the 
business. The operations of the gang 
qf'Swindlers were very comprehensive, 
embracing all "manner oif trades iu the 
city, large and small, and every con- 
coivablo line of businos.s. Thoy wont to 
work in tliis way: Respootablo looking 
man entered a shop, purchased an arti- 
cle, sometimes valuable, somotiiiios trifl- 
ing, produced a National Bank £10 
note in paymont,rcceived the "chang(>," 
and walked awny with tho money and 
tho goods. It is calculated that 
at least half-a-dozen swindlers were 
transacting business siinulianeously in 
various parts of the city on these lines. 
Tho work went on without a hitch 
until late in the evening when a sharp 
young man. behind tlic counter of n 
whiskey shop, into which ouo of the 
gang wont to buy a gallon of whiskey 
detected the forgery and handed tho 
party who presented tiio noto over to 
the police. Tlien there was a general 
overhauling throughout tiie city of Na- 
tional Bank ten-pound notes, and it 
was found that large numbers of shop- 
kccj)ors had boon victimized. The 
stories which .some of these had to tell 
of how tho trick was ijlaycd on them 
was very funny, and tho city generally 
is giggling over thorn, save victims who 
cannot nsaaonably .be oxpeeted to seo 
any fun' at all in tho business. The 
articles purchased with the flash notes 
comprise all kinds of eatables and 
drinkables and wearing apparel. A 
butcher told, with many round oaths, 
how tho swindle in his case took the 
form of the purchase of a prime leg of 
mutton, with which ho gave to the pur- 
chaser .£9 lOs. 6. as "change" for the 
ton-pound note, less the amount of the 
mutton. An undertaker had a grim 
joke to tell. A gentleman called at his 
office, ordered homo a coffin, a 
hearso with "full grief" appoint- 
ments, four black horses, plumes, etc., 
and mourning coach to match. The 
gentleman paia in ucnaiit.. ,.4iu ccn 
pound note and receiving some pounds 
"change," wont away, impressing on 
the undertaker tlin importance of hav- 
ing the hoarse and coach at a particu- 
lar house very early in the mqirning. 
When the colhn went home tbtvro was 
nobody ready to put into it. The liv- 
liness of undpjtakcrs is' proverbial. 
This man in the dismal line of business 
laughs heartily over the practical joke, 
although, ho is at the wrong end of it. 
Orio of the party left for England, hav- 
ing purchased a steamboat ticket with 
a forged ton-pound note, so that he got 
a free passacfe across the channel from 
the Steam Packet Company and £7 
for his expenses. The police aro now 
engaged in groping after the gang. 

Sismaro«^'s Little Dodges. 

An amusing anecdote, of which 
Prinoo dei Bismarck and Lord Odo 
Bussoll are the heroes, is published in 
the Vienna A''eiie Freic Pressc. Ono 
day, when tho English Ambassador 
was calling on the Ciiancellor, the con- 
versation hapjcned to turn on tho 
numerous and annoying visits the lat- 
ter had to. undergo owing to his high 
position. "How do you manage to get 
out of them?" asked Lord Odo. "Oh! 
I have several little dodges," replied the 
Chancellor, with a smile. "For in- 
stance, I have arranged with my wife 
to enter tho room and request luy prc- 
.sence elsewhere on some pretext or 
another, whereupon, of course, my visi- 
tor has to leave."

A writer in a Fronch newspaper 
gives a dark picture of tho manner in 
which Russia is going to work to jjacifj- 
tho Caucasus. He states that nil at 
tempts to organize the country having 
failed, it has been decided to depopu- 
late it, and orders have boon given for 
the inhabitants to be driven from their 
hamlets and villages and transplanted 
to other climes. . Tho mode of opera- 
tion, he says, is simple: "During the 
darkness of night a Cossack regiment 
surrounds a village, and when morn- 
ing breaks all tho inlialiitaiits, without 
exception, arc disarmed, clothed in the 
gray convict dress and niarclied away 
thousands of miles -sonic to tho frozen 
shores of Archangel, others to Siberia. 
Tho idea of peopling the immense tracts 
of Asiatic Russia with Caucasians has 
haunted several illregulatod minds at 
St. Potersbuig, but those mountaineers 
of tho south soon become homesick 
and die in tho melancholy wastes of 
Siberia. It is colonization 'backwards.' 
In tho sixteenth century thero were 
8,000,000 inhabitants in Siberia, and 
now there are only 4,000,000, although 
there is an influx of 120,000 convicts 
every year. After alluding to the 
sanguinary scones enacted during tho 
Turkish war, the writer says that 
2,000 Caucasians have just been trans- 
ported, and that what remains of the 
population will speedily follow."

A BYLAW 

To Hognilato tbo Sanitary Condition of 
tlio 01t7 of Victoria. 

Be it Eh^vcTED by tlie Mayor iand Coim- 
cil of tho Corporatioa of tho City "of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to let or occu- 
py, or suffer to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless tho following require- 
ments are complied with, that is to sfty: 
(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 034 cubic foot of space 
for eacli person occupying tho same. 
(6^ Unless such room has a window- 
made to open in a manner approved 
by tho Board of Health or Health 
Officer of. tho City, 
fc^ Unless thcro is nppurtcimnt to sucli 
room tho uso of a water closet, earth 
closet or privj', furnished with pro- 
^ per doors or coverings, to tlio satis- 
faction of tho Board of Honlth or 
Health Officer of tho City. 
. 2. . Any. person .who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly, sufl'era to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable lor every such of- 
fence to a penalty not exceeding §uO, in 
the discrctiiMi of any Justice oC the Peace 
before wIkjui lio may bo convicted. 

3. Any room in wliioh any person passes 
tho night, or tlio principal part of tho 
night, shall be deemed to lie occupied as a 
dwollin_^ within the moaning of this Vt'j- 
law. 

4. Whero two convictions aoiainst tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling liavo 
taken place within three montlis (whether 
tho persons so convicted v.'crc or were not 
the same) any .Tii.stice of the Peace may 
direct the closing of the room so occupied, 
orof tho premiscj to which it belongs, for 
such tiino fis he niuj' deem necessary, 01 
may empower tho Boax-d of Health or 
Health Ollicor of tlio City p'oVninnently to 
close tho samo. .. ' 

6. This Bylavr niny bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Dwellings' Bylaw, 1879."
